Bills calling for a $5,000,000 good 
roads bond issue for Georgia will be 
introduced in the house and senate 
today, the question of additional 
bonds being left up to future legis- 
latures. 

Agreement to authorize introduc- 
tion of the bills was reached Wednes- 
day night at a joint meeting of the 
senate and house committees on pub- 
lie highways at the Kimball house. 
While the members consented for the 
measure to be offered in the two 
houses they were far from agreed 
on a definite amount for a bond is- 
sue, but were willing for the ques- 


tion to be threshed out before com- | 


mittees of their respective branches. 

The plan reported out at the joint 
session was offered by Representative 
Mann, of Glynn, who has devoted in- 
tensive study to the problem of high- 
way construction. In some of its fea- 
tures it harmonizes with the proposal 
by Representative Perryman, of Tal- 
bot. whose plan was submitted at a 
recent joint meeting and met the 
hearty approval of a number of mem- 
bers. 

Authorizes Amendment. 

Mr. Mann's bill authorizes a con- 
stitutional amendment and an enabl- 
ing act. In the amendment it is pro- 
vided that during the calendar year 
1923, the bond commission, which the 
enabling act would create and which 
would be composed of the governor, 
the secretary of state, and the treas- 
urer of the state, should have .he pow- 
er to sell bonds in an amount not to 
exceed in the aggregate the princi- 
pal sum of $5,000,000. 

This amount, Mr. Mann pointed out, 
would take care of the immediate 
question of matching federal aid ap- 
propriations. The general assembly 
is empowered from time to time dur- 
ing the period from 1925 to INS52 to 
authorize the issuance and sale of 
bonds, provided the interest on these 
bonds and the bonds already issued 
does not exceed the proceeds from the 
motor vehicle tax, the gasoline tax, 
and any lubricating oils tax for the 
preceding year. 

Outstanding Features. 

Some outstanding features of the 
Mann bill and its stipulation that the 
state highway department, in originally 
building, improving or paving any 
part of the state aid roads system 

“shall expend not -.ess than $8, 000,000 
of all funds per mile, and not more 
than $18,000 of the state's fund per 
mile, provided that nothing herein 
shall prevent the highway department 
from expending on auy highway any 
additional sums furnished by the 
United States or any county or any 
other source,” and its stipulations 
that the highway department mus* 1n 
each county of the state first complete 
a road which traverse; the county 
and passes through the county seat. 
Then other highways to build up a 
connected system of completed state 
aid roads may be built. 

The bill of Mr. Mann specifies se- 
rial 30-year bonds to fall due a cer-; 
tain amount each year.

Hardwick Fires 
Opening Gun 


Urges Law Enforcement, At- 
tacks “Invisible Rule’’ and 


Defends His Record.

Quitman, Ga., July 19.—(Special.) 

Between two and three thousand peo- 
ple, including several hundred from 
(Juitman, heard Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick in the opening speech of his 
campaign for re-election, at Blue 
Springs, near here today. The occa- 
sion was a farmers’ union basket pic- 
nic, and other speakers were Commis- 
sioner of Agricuiture J. J. Brown, 
who is also a candidate for re-election, 
Senator J. H. Mills, who presided as 
president of the Georgias State Farm- 
ers’ union and others. 

Governor Hardwick made a _ vigor- 
ous defense of his proposed income 
tax system; declared he would not 
favor a repeal of the tax equalization 
law until a better system could be le- 
gally provided, and in general his com- 
ment on the various subjects dis- 
cussed in his recent annual message to 
the Georgia tegislaiure was very much 
in the same language. 

Commissioner Brown gave a record 
of his official service to the state, de 
fended his market bureau system and 
outlined some of the accomplishments 
that are in prospect for bis depart-- 
| ment. 

In the earlier part of his address, 
Governor Hardwick declared that he 
had improved the state's financial 
condition, that he had provided for 
the payment of pensions to Confed- 
erate soldiers and had insisted that 
the legislature practice every pos- 
sible economy in state government. 
He stated that he had urged tax re- 
forms, and pronounced criticisms of 
the tax system as unfair unless a 
réasonable and logical substitute is 
offered. 

“The present governor of Georgia,” 
he said, “has no boss and acknowl- 
edges no master, save the sovereign 
constituency whose commission I hold, 
and if I cannot continue to hold that 
commission without subservience to 
a self-appointed over-lord, I stand 
ready, gladly and cheerfully to sur- 
render it unsullied, to the people from 
whence it came.”

Washington, July 19.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Recognition of 
the Obregon government of Mexico by 
the United States has taken on lively 
interest at the capital in the past few 
days, with the visit of Minister of Fi- 
nance Adolpho de la Huerta, who 
arrived in Washington yesterday for 
the purpose of making “informal” 
calls at the white house and the state 
department. 

Advocates of the recognition policy 
have taken the opportunity to further 
revive the question, and bave partici- 
pated in the several conferences be- 
tween the president and Secretary of 
State Hughes and officials of the bor- | 
der republic. | 

The intimation said to have been. 
conveyed to President Harding and | 
Secretary Hughes by De la Huerta | 
is that the Obregon government ex- 
pects formal -recegnition before the 
financial and oil agreements, recently | 
reached by Mexican representatives 
and American and European bankers, 
are given full approval in Mexico 


City. 


/ 


Agreements Pending. 

Though the oil agreements was con- 
cluded in Mexicog City two months 
ago and the financial understanding 
in New York, President Obregon has 
failed to give the arrangements gov- 
ernmental sanction. According to in- 
formation received from Mexico City, 
the agreements have not been finally 
disposed of by him as yet but it is 
thought lesser details are being worked 
out first. 

Among the members of congress 
who have been taking an active part 
in the “mysterious” negotiations are 
Senator Bursum, New Mexico, and 
Senator Ladd, North Dakota. Sena- 
tor Bursum was in conference with 
state officials yesterday before the 
visiting official went to the white 
house. Much significance is attached 
to this move as it is said to have 
been arranged for the purpose of ex- 
plaining certain phases of the Mexi- 
can attitude over which the difficulty 
lies. 

In the senate today, Senator Ladd 
made a two-hour address on the main 
peints of the question at issue, charg- 
ing the administration with neglect 
in disposing of the matter. 

Raps Asministration. 

The North Dakota senator declared 
the policies pursued by the republican 
administration in connection with 
Mexico were greatly antagonistic to 
the wishes of the American people, 
and predicted that further delay would 


result in a greater, progressive senti- 
ment renouncing the in the com- 
ing elections. 


Senor de la Huerta passed more | 


than an hour at the white house, 
where it was said officially he was 
received as a “citizen of Mexico.” 
Later he was closeted with Secretary 
Hughes for even a longer period. Al- 
though state department officials de- 
clined to comment on the nature of 
Mr. Hughes’ conversation with the 
Mexican cabinet officer, it is under- 
stood Senor de la Huerta received 
no encouragement upon the subject 
of recognition. 

The attitude of the United States 
on that question has not changed 
since June, 1921, when President Ob- 
regon was informed recognition would 
come concurrently with the signing 
by Mexico of a treaty of awaity and 
commerce with the United States, “in 
which Mexico will agree to safeguard 
the rights of property which was at- 
tached before the Mexican constitu- 
tion of 1917 was promulgated.” 

Awaits Court Decisions. 

The American government also is 
without official information on re- 
cent decisions of the Mexican supreme 


court, which are said to be very re- 
assuring to the holders of American 
property in Mexico. Sc far as could 
be learned today Senor de la Huerta 
brought no additional information on 
the decisions.

The state of Georgia has _ been 
“kiting” three million dollars for a 
year and statements that the fiscal 
system has been put on a sound basis 
during this period are without basis 
Representative George Carswell, of 
Wilkinson, declared at a meeting of 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee Wednesday afternoon. He made 


this statement during a session a 
which the committee voted to report 


out favorably all tax measures in- 
cluding the classification tax and in- 
come tax so that the house could 
consider them all and settle their pref- 
erence on the floor of the house. 


“The state of Georgia is falling 
behind in money at the rate of $2.,- 
000,000 a year,’ Representative 
Carswell declared. “I am a friend of 
Governor Thomas W. Hardwick, but 
in all fairness I will say that the state 
has not been placed on a sound fi- 
nancial basis as has been asserted but 
has only been kiting about $3,000,000 
during the last year which has left 
the state no better off in actual 
money.” 

The chief fight to arise in the house 
Thursday will develop over the pas- 
sage of the act providing for bien- 
nia] sessions of the legislature. This 
measure will be called up by Repre- 
sentative Munday, of Polk, immedi- 
ately after the period of unanimous 
consent is ended.

IN RAILROAD STRIKE 


Chairman Ben W. Hooper, of 
the labor board, announced peace 
negotiations to end the shopmen’s 
strike were halted by refusal of 
the railroads to return seniority 
rights to strikers, although agree- 
ment was reached on the four oth- 
er points at issue. 

Railroad executives in a state- 
ment defended their stand in pro- 
tecting the seniority of employees 
who have remained at work dur- 
ing the strike and those who have 
taken the places of strikers, 

FE. F. Grable, head of the main- 
tenance of way union, made pub- 
lic a letter from President B. M. 
Jewell, of the shopmen, upholding 
the maintenance of way men in 
their decision not to strike. 

Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor 
called on workmen everywhere to 
assist the shopmen in their strike. 

Over 7,000 clerks on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern road await 
result of conferences with rail of- 
ficials before walkout.

Chicago, July 19.—Failure of all 
efforts to bring about the settlement 
of the country-wide strike of the rail- 
way shopmen was announced in a 
statement issued tonight by Ben VW.

“As there does not seem to be any 
possibility of reconciling the antipodal 
views of the carriers and the men on 
the question at issue, the labor board 
and none of its members ure now 
engaged in any further efforts alonz 
that line,” the statement eaid. 

At the same time the atatement 
pointed out that virtual agrement had 
been reached beween the rail heads 
and the strike leaders on all of the 
five points in dispute except that of

Statement Confirmed. 

Railroad executives, through the 
western president's committee on pub- 
lic relations of the Association of 
Railway Executives issued a_ state- 
ment tonight corroborating Chairman 
Hooper's statement that no further 
peace conferences were being held and 
that the seniority issue was the prin 
cipal stumbling block. 

“There are now no conferences in 
progress looking -to a settlement of 
the shop crafts strike,” the executives 
statement said. “Chairman Hooper. 
of the labor board has held informal 
conferences with some railway execu- 
tives, but these have had no results 
and are now at an end. 

“Since the strike was called the 
so-called question of seniority rights 
has arisen and has now become one o* 
importance.”

“My investigation of the attitude 
of the carriers has convinced me,” 
his statement said, “that no serious 
obstacle is to be found in any of 
the items above enumerated, except 
the fifth.” 

Only 16 of 201 class one roads 
had entered into the contracting out 
of shop work and most of them have 
now discontinued it, his statement 
continued, and added that “the great 
majority of the carriers would be 
pleased to see the few remaining 
roads withdraw from it.” The car- 
riers raised no objections to re-open- 
ing the wage decision and the dis- 
pute regarding seven protested rules, 
he said. and added that “the fore- 
going disposition of contracts, wages 
and rules would remove from con- 
flict all three of the questions upon 
which strike votes were taken.”’

Raleigh, N. C., July 19.—Governor 
Morrison, of North Carolina, tele- 
graphed President Harding in effect 
today that he would not co-operate 
with the federal government in pro- 
tecting mines re-opened by operators 
of that state in response to the presi- 
dent's invitation.

Atlanta extends a cordial greet- 
ing to the Gideons, the Christian 
Commercial Travelers’ “Association 
of America, today, the occasion be- 
ing the 1922 annual national con- 


vention of that splendid organiza- 
tion of God-fearing livewires of 
commerce. 

The Gideons constitute the first 
organization of Christian laymen 
ever formed for the purpose of 
promoting personal Christian work 
among its mentbers and for the up- 
lifting of mankind in general. 

The primary object of the Gid- 
eons is to reach and carry the Di- 
vine Light to traveling men who 
have not been converted to the 
Christian religion, and of whom, 
it ig said, there are more than half 
a million in the United States; 
and it is doing a wonderful work 
to that end. 

But it does vastly more than that, 
and its sphere of useful and hu- 
manitarian service is by no means 
limited to its members or to those 
who are eligible to membership.

The Georgia house of representa- 


tives having passed the Atlanta 
charter amendment bill by a vote 
of 132 to 0, the measure now goes 
to the senate. 

It is to be hoped that no opposi- 
tion to the bill will develop within 
that body, to the end that its in- 
dorsement by the general assembly 
may be unanimous. 

In the house the measure was 
opposed by one representative from 
Fulton county, who fought it be- 
cause it contemplates the abolition 
of certain executive boards operat- 
ing under the charter; but the sen- 
timent of the house as a whole was 
apparently so overwhelmingly in 
favor of passing it in conformity 
with the expressed wishes of a ma- 
jority of the people of Atlanta that 
even that one member refrained 
from recording his opposition in 
the final voting. 

It is generally conceded that the 
present charter would not have 
been retained as a result of thare- 
cent popular election in this city 
but for the promised reforms con- 
templated by the proposed amend- 
ments. 

The people want those amend- 
ments made, and they voted for 
them in good faith and in confi- 
dence that the legislature would en- 
act them, and that the governor, 
in turn, would validate that action 
by approving the amendment Dill. 

Failure or refusal on the part of 
the law-making authorities of the 
state to give the people of Atlanta 
what they voted for would consti- 
tute a breach of faith with the At- 
lanta public and a violation of the 
cardinal principle of democracy. 
The unanimity of the action taken 
by the house, while it was in no 
measure surprising, supplies grati- 
fying reassurance of the ultimate 
triumph of the amendment propos- 
als, and attests the high regard in 
which the members of that body 
hold the wishes of a known major- 
ity of the citizens af a democratic

Thus the enterprise, resourceful- 
ness and Christian spirit of the Gid- 
eons are bearing fruit, day by day, 
throughout the country, saving 
souls, redeeming human character 
and retrieving precious human lives

JUDGE BEN H. HILL. 


Judge Ben H. Hill, announcement 
of whose death yesterday morning 
brought sadness to the hearts of 
thousands throughout this city, 
Georgia and the south, by whom 
he was loved, was one of the out- 
standing men of his community 
and state; and the place he occu- 
pied will be hard to fill. 

The worthy son of his illustrious 
father, the late and nationally fa- 
mous United States Senator Ben 
H. Hill, he represented the highest 
type of American citizenship, and 
his death terminated a long career 
of useful service to his state and 
to society in general. 

From early manhood Judge Hill, 
in emulation of his father, followed 
the practice of law in its various 
phases as his life work. 

As an attorney and counsellor 
he was an intellectual ornament to 
his profession, and as a judge he 
was a credit, and brought honor 
and dignity to the bench. 

. Comparatively early in his pro- 
fessional career his unusual talents 
received recognition at the hands 
of President Grover Cleveland in 
the form of his appointment to the 
United States district attorneyship. 
Subsequently, he was made the 
first chief justice of the Georgia 
court of appeals; later, he became 
judge of the criminal division of 
the superior court of Fulton county, 
and at the time of his death he was 
again serving as a member of the 
state court of appeals, he having 
been elected to that office following 
his retirement from the superior 
court bench. 

He was a brilliant lawyer, a fair 
and fearless judge, whose decisions 
uniformly were characterized by 
soundness of reasoning, and by the 
wisdom, logic and the even justice 
of the conclusions they expressed. 

Born and reared in Georgia. he 
was essentially and intensely loyal 
to the honored traditions of his 
state and the south; but his spirit 
of patriotism was by no means lim- 
ited to a section, but embraced the 
whole nation, which he served hon- 
orably and with distinction through- 
out a long and eventful period 
of activity in public affairs. 

Although his lifetime extended 
beyond the allotted span of “three 
score years and ten,” Judge Hill. 
died as he wished to die, “in har- 
ness,” remaining actively upon the 
bench until stricken recently by the 
illness which resulted in death. 

His passing is a distinct public

In 1910 Mongowr says a still more 
remarkable case of cirrhosis of the 
liver with ascites cleared up.,.after 
three days of onion eating, with A 
critical polvuria. Cruchet had seen 
a patient with dropsy recover after 
a neriod of onion eating—15 or 20 
daily. In 1912 Daleche published hia 
article on the “onion cure.” He spoke 
of a case of a three-quart diuresis 
produced in a dropsical patient by 
this resource. During the war Ie- 
clerc, to whom we are indebted for 
the preceding information, frequently 
witnessed the diuretie action in sol- 
diers, notably in a Senerelese with 
serious effusions and @ropsy due to 
nephritis.—The Medical Record.

Letter of Credit 
Held Unbreakable 
Contract by Court 


New Orleans, July 19.—A letter 
of credit is an unbreakable contract, 
according to a decision by the United 
States circuit court of appeals handed 
down here today in which the decision 
of the district court at El Paso, 
Texas, in the case of the American 
National bank, of San _ Franciseo 
against the Border National bank, of 
Eagle Pass, Texas, is affirmed. 

Under the decision handed down 
today, the Texas bank is directea to 
pay $72,368.84 “on demand” fo the 
San Francisco institution to satisfy 
claims growing out of a certain letter 
of credit issued by the Eagle Tass 
bank for one of its customers on the 
American National bank, and which 
was later ordered cancelled by the 
Texas bank. 

The transaction in question involv- 
ed a deal in sugar futures, a broker 
in Eagle Pass securing the letter 
of credit in connection with a trade 
with another broker in San Fran- 
cisco. When the market turned the 
Texan attempted to cancel the credit, 
but the California bank claimed that 
it had already honored the paper, 
and as a consequence of the attempted 
cancellation was forced to assume the 
gugar contract. 

The amount awarded by the district 
court, and now affirmed by the cir- 
cuit court of appeals represents only 
what the California bank claims to 
have lost in the deal by reason of —:

Developments during the open golf 
championship at Skokie show the abso- 
lute necessity of the rulers of golf 
getting together and agrecing upon 
two things: First. a simplification 
of the rules; second, the adoption of 
uniform rules. national and interna- 
tional. 

The little violation of the rules 
which caused something of a sensa- 
tion after the second day at Skokie 
was insignificant in itself, but it 
proved this necessity. C. Thom, the 
Shinnecock Hills pro, qualified with 
a 152 Just behind him came four 
good golfers with 153s. No com- 
plaint was entered that night. The 
following morning a statement was 
made to the committee that Thom 
drove into a bunker containing an 
inch of water. He wanted tec play 
out of the water. The scorer sug- 
gested that he drop the ball out of 
the water, nut mentioning the stroke 
penalty, since the rule treats water 
in bunkers us a hazard instead of as 
casual water—a queer and unjust 
rule, as it i a double penalty for 
one error. Thom has played for 
more than 2(' years and knew the 
rules, but got the idea that the scorer 
had been instructed as to ground 
rules, and followed his advice. The 
committee penalized Thom one stroke, 
which pe npr four others to the 
finals. 

MANY VIOLATIONS 
AT SKOKIE. 

Jim Barnes says that any one can 
take the rule book, follow any pair 
of golfers in the world 18 holes, and 
find some penalty to inflict if t 
rules are obeyed strictly and to the 
letter. That may be a trifle strong, 
but at Skokie ' saw two dozen viola- 
tions o1 rules go on unnoticed. West- 
erners were wiping off the ball on 
the greens on the first day, as per- 
mitted in their section. Easterners, 
not accustomed to this, did not do so 
On the second day, in heavy going, 
the committee allowed balls to be 
wiped off. 

There are 137 rules in the book, 
and there are perhaps a dozen minor 
differences netween American and 
British ruies, any one of which may 
be violated by a person accustomed 
to pluying under the others. For in- 
stance, the American rules say that no 
practice strokes may be taken after 
leaving the t-e within a club’s length 
of the ball. The British rules permit 
practice strokes anywhere so long as 
the ball is not moved. When Harry 
Vardon was tciring America the last 
time he took such strokes with his 
mashie practically every time before 
he made the shot. The habit of years 
could not be changed in a day. No 
attentiir wae paid to it, because his 


} OPponer ts understood. 

Now. of those 157 rules there are 
perhaps not two dozen that are known 
to all golfers, and it is a pretty safe 
bet that not one in ten of the pros 
or one in fifty of the amateurs ever 
have read all the ‘rules. They are 
too complicated, and many of them are 
unnecessary and added “merely to 
cover extreme cases that have arisen 
at times 


Of tho:e rules there are 32 under 
which a player may be absolutely 
disqualified in tournaments, and pen- 
alties of fhuw one to two strokes run 
into dozens, Until I studied that book 
there were at ieast a dozen rules that 
{I violated without a thought. Of 
course, in thet case is amounted to 
nothing, but in tournament play or 
among good players such violations 
might result in serious penalties. 
FROM BASEBALL 
OWNERS’ VIEWPOINT. 

Baseball club owners, if they are 
not already doing so, should take a 
serious view «f the situation from a- 
commercial etancpoint. The statement 
was made the other day by a man 
who is a baseball man and who also 
is a golfe, that there are more per- 
sons playing gulf in the United States: 
now than ure paying admission to 
watch major league ball games. If 
he meant lest year and the two pre-' 
ceding years, he probably exaggerated, 
yet ‘there is no doubt that golf and 
tennis especially. and in some sections 
of the country, soccer, are making 
heavy inroads upon baseball in the 
race fcr popularity. Not only is golf 
cutting in heavily upon attendance, 
but it is affecting the supply of young 
players visibly. There is at least one 
major league manager who believes 
thut golt will far surpass baseball in 
popular interest, and that the era of 
basebal] is done. 

It is true in his own city, at least; 
and that city was one of the high light 
spots of baseball popularity. ' 

Not that baseball ever is in danger 
of losing its place in the hearts of 
the people. We “common people” al- 
ways will keep it as our game, and 
we common people are the great ma- — 
jority. Baseball, however, seems des- 
tined to be the “popular” sport—as 
soccer and football are in Great Brit-'. 
ain. If so the club owners are going’. 
about it the wrong way. Because the | 
tendency of the owners is towaril 
grand opera prices for vaudeville 
baseball, and it is the grand opera 
price fans that are deserting them 
for golf and tennis. 

The solution of the matter is huge 
stands and popular prices, which yield 
more money and assure steady attend- 
ance.
